“Our plan will not raise taxes,” he 
said.

Kids’ health care to improve 
with changes in welfare act.

Changes resulting from July’s pas- 
sage of the Child Welfare Reform Act 
have been good news for children 
statewide. 

Among new changes, improvements 
in health care have affected children 
the most, said Terry Twitchell, public 
information officer for the Division of 
Family Services. 

By law, workers are now required to 
give new children entering state pro- 
grams a health assessment within five 
days. 

Three of four state health-care coor- 
dinators are registered nurses, and 
children get both physical and mental 
help from them. Health professionals 
have been key in providing better ser- 
vice, Twitchell said. 

Before the legislation passed, how- 
ever, children could come into cus- 
tody and not get an examination for a 
couple of months, she said. 

Still, the division, which oversees 
youth services, domestic violence 
programs and child protection, has 
not been able to completely comply 
with the law since many doctors are 
unwilling to take Medicaid, Twitchell 


said. 

“It’s become a really difficult situa- 
tion,” she said. 

Doctors should be sensitive to the 
needs of children, she said, expressing 
hope that the problem will soon be 
closely scrutinized by the proper 
authorities. 

In the meantime, 
advanced in other areas. 

“We have done some pretty spectac- 
ular recruiting for foster parents,” 
Twitchell said, 

These efforts have been advanced 
because of publicity from bumper 
stickers, news stories, a booth at the 
fair and public service announce- 
ments. 

The act has also spurred multi-disci- 
plinary staffing, so if an overloaded 
case worker doesn’t get around to car- 
ing for a child, a full team will still be 
working on behalf of the child. 

Another change currently being 
addressed stems from a situation in 
Provo where nearly 40 children could 
have been adopted, but the attorney 
was too swamped to get the legal 
work done. The children remained in 
the system. The division is working 
on a remedy for all similar problems, 
she said.

Legislators 
race the clock 
to pass bills

Utah’s legislators were forced 
to relinquish their legislative 
power. and return to their profes- 
sional careers as a hectic conclu- 
sion was drawn late Monday 
night to the 1995 session of the 
Utah Legislature. 

“TI was very pleased with the 
outcome of this session,” said 
Lane Beattie, a West Bountiful 
Republican who served as presi- 
dent of the Senate. “We accom- 
plished everything on our priori- 
ty list.” 

However harried the legisla- 
tive conclusion to the 45-day 
session, the Republican party 
members did manage to pass the 
one measure which they had 
talked about and worked on all 
session — the $140 million 
property tax cut. 

The long-awaited tax cut 
promises to alleviate some of 
the tax pressure placed on home 
and property owners but seems 
to bring no relief to those who 
choose to rent. 

Opponents of the measure 
argue that often times it is the 
renters who need the greatest 
relief from suffocating tax mea- 
sures; therefore, such a bill is 
discriminatory against those 
who can’t afford to or choose 
not to buy property. 

Beattie, an established real 
estate broker, says that such crit- 
icism is unfounded and comes 
from individuals who are igno- 
rant of tax policy. Beattie says 
that renters benefit as much 
from property tax cuts as owners 
because when taxes fall, the cost 
of rent tends to fall as well. 

“T voted in favor of the tax cut 
because I work in that business 
and I understand the way that 
the system works,” Beattie said. 
“People who say that such mea- 
sures are unfair or discriminato- 
ry ought to go back to elemen- 
tary math. When taxes do not go 
up, rent does not go up either.” 

Some analysts say such a tax- 
cut measure will increase incen- 
tive to buy property and there- 
fore, both property values and 
property taxes will most likely 
increase over the course of the 
next year. This could mean that 
property owners will never actu- 
ally see a significant manifesta- 
tion of the relief that the mea- 
sure promises to bring owners. 

Also approved by the legisla- 
ture was the $4.9 billion budget 
that has been a topic of great 
contention, deeply dividing the 
legislature along party lines and 
often putting Gov. Mike Leavitt 
at odds with the Republican- 
controlled legislature. 

According to Tim Sheehan, 
Leavitt's press secretary, the 
governor does support the bud- 
get in the form passed by the 
legislature on Monday and plans 
to approve it later this week. 

Other important. legislation 
was passed over the course of 
the session, often with final 
approval coming down to the 
last few moments, as senators 
and representatives raced the 
clock in an attempt to approve 
all the pressing legislation they 
didn’t think could wait until 
next session to be passed. 

The House of Representatives 
gave final approval Monday 
evening to a measure that allo- 
cated $1.8 million to build and 
run a nursing home in Utah that 
will offer care and housing for 
aged veterans. 

“T think our veterans are some- 
body that we owe an awful lot 
to,” said Rep. Don Bush, R- 
Clearfield, sponsor of the bill. 
“They literally put their lives on 
the line to preserve our free- 
doms and protect our country, 
and I think that we need to help 
our veterans in return for the 

help that they gave us.” 

Also passed was a measure 
aimed at giving funds to build a 
domestic violence shelter in 
Utah. The final measure that 
was passed, however, only pro- 
vided $150,000 in funding, 
$120,000 less than was pro- 
posed in the original bill. 
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' Medicaid-funded abortions could be cut 


-WASHINGTON — States could opt out of providing Medicaid-funded abortions 
for victims of rape and incest under a measure approved Thursday by the House 
Appropriations Committee. 

As part of a GOP spending cuts package, the panel voted 33-21 — largely along 
Republican-Democratic party lines —- to reverse the Clinton administration’ s policy 
of mandating that states use Medicaid funds to buy abortions for poor women who 
have been victims of violence. 

“All over this country, persons who are involved in state funding have been peti- 
tioning the Clinton administration, urging it to correct this misinterpretation,” said 
Rep. Ernest J. Istook, R-Okla., of the proposal. 

Istook said the administration had misread a 1993 law adding rape and incest to 
saving the life of the mother as exceptions to an 18-year-old prohibition on the use 
of federal funds to pay for abortions. 

But opponents called Istook’s measure a major rollback of abortion rights aimed at 
those who are most vulnerable, 

“States rights are just a smoke screen to hide the fact that this amendment would 
deny poor women who are victims of rape and incest the right to an abortion,” said 
Rep. Nita Lowey, D-N.Y.. 

‘The measure is supported by House Speaker Newt Gingrich. 


Law limits adoption vetoes by fathers 


SALT LAKE CITY — A bill approved by Utah lawmakers establishes when 
an unwed father may interfere with the mother placing the baby for adoption. 

It requires the man to sign a paternity registry, initiate paternity proceedings 
in court, agree to pay child support and contribute toward the cost of pregnancy 
and birth. 

Fathers who show such a “compelling” interest in their child would be able to 
veto an adoption. Existing law holds no such guarantee. : 

The bill, sponsored by Sen. Charles Stewart, R-Provo, frees an unmarried 
mother from the duty to notify the father that she may place the child for adop- 
tion. That protects women from abusive partners or those who seek custody for 
revenge. It also requires men to assume more responsibility for their sexual 
conduct, Stewart said. 


Physicists discover ‘top quark’ particle 


BATAVIA, Ill. — In what some scientists say could be the last hurrah’ for 
groundbreaking U.S. research into the fundamental nature of matter, physicists 
announced Thursday they have isolated the long-theorized subatomic particle 
known as the “top quark.” 

The breakthrough came from two teams of physicists — each about 450 
members strong — working in good-natured competition at the Fermi National 
Laboratory’s particle accelerator to isolate the last of six tiny building blocks of 
matter. 

“There was this one piece of the puzzle missing,” said Stanford University 
physicist Michael Peskin. “You know what shape it is and you know where it 
goes, but you’re not satisfied until you can put it in the right place.” 

Physicists across the nation eagerly watched the announcement broadcast live 
from Fermi, about 30 miles west of Chicago, where scientists could barely con- 
tain their enthusiasm. 


‘Utah fails to pass tougher seat-belt law 


» SALT LAKE CITY — State lawmakers failed to enact a law that would have 
‘allowed police officers to pull over and ticket motorists not wearing seat belts. 
| Utah law now allows officers to ticket motorists not wearing seat belts only if 
they are stopped for another reason. 

The more restrictive bill came close to passing this year. 
* Rep. Karen Smith, R-Centerville, came within two votes of punching the bill 
“through, and Gov. Mike Leavitt had committed to allowing it to become law if 
‘the measure reached his desk. 
_ In the end, though, conservative philosophy foiled Smith’s effort. 
' “This is the line drawn in the sand for many,” Smith said of colleagues in the 
‘Republican-dominated Legislature. . 
: ‘Smith said she had good reason for her efforts. 
: “I had a personal story. And I brought it from a conservative perspective. A 
‘liberal couldn’t have done it,” she said.

Council hikes fire budget

The Provo City Council worked 
toward making the city safer when it 
unanimously approved $59,900 this 
week for new equipment for the Fire 
Department. 

The department will use the money 
to purchase self-contained breathing 
apparatuses, radios, batteries, hoses, 
nozzles and other equipment, said 
Michael Bledsoe, assistant fire chief. 

“We’re at a situation where we’re 
facing a critical need,” Bledsoe said. 

The department’s conservative bud- 
get requests in the past have caused 
the department to fall behind on 
equipment and manpower, said coun- 
cil member Shari Holweg. 

“These are all items that are needed, 
not a wish list,” said council member 
David Rail. “They are items they feel 
and I feel are necessary to go to bat- 
theta 

Also, the Provo Fire Department has 
not always had the support from the 
city of Provo that it does now, 
Bledsoe said. 

“Unless this council is willing to do 
whatever it takes (to correct the situa- 
tion), then we are falling down on the 
most basic thing a council can pro- 
vide, and that’s public safety,” 


Inmate escapes 
from county jail 
by fooling clerk

A Salt Lake County man is still at 
large after he was accidentally 
released from the Utah County Jail 
Wednesday due to a bookkeeping 
error. 

Jerald Cunningham, previously 
arrested and incarcerated for the third- 
degree felony of possession of a con- 
trolled substance, escaped Wednesday 
morning from the Utah County Jail, 
said Capt. David Glad, a Utah County 
jail official.

The clerk was doing releases and 
yelled the name of an inmate that was 
to be released. 

When the proper inmate failed to 
respond, Cunningham falsely indicat- 
ed that he was the inmate to be 
released, and the clerk set him free, 
Glad said. 

“They look similar,” Glad said, 
referring to Cunningham and the 
other inmate. 

The jail handles 27,000 bookings a 
year and mistakes happen; this same 
type of mistake has happened in the 
past, he said. : 

Glad said all jail employees will be 
given ‘directions on how to deal with 
this type of situation in hopes that the 
mistake can be avoided in the future. 

Cunningham has a long history of 
arrests, mostly for drug charges and 
thefts, and Glad said he is not consid- 
ered a serious threat to the public. 

Officials said Cunningham would 
have been released Wednesday after- 
noon, but Cunningham may now face 
charges of giving false information to 
an Officer.

Utah assistant attorney general 
says disabilities not hindrances

Disabilities should not limit us, Utah 
Assistant Attorney General J. Stephen 
Mikita told students at the BYUSA 
Disability Awareness Week Forum 
Thursday. 

Mikita, who was diagnosed with a 
muscular disease at a young age and 
has lived in a wheelchair most of his 
life, encouraged students to change 
the way they look at people with dis- 
abilities. 


“Think of it not as ‘us’ versus 
‘them’ — think of it as ‘we,’” Mikita 
said. 


In his forum address, Mikita told 
students about his development as a 
child and the encouragement and sup- 
port he received from his parents. His 
father taught him to focus on his 
strengths. 

He said his father used to tell him, 
“Don’t be afraid son. If FDR did it, so 
can you.” 

Franklin D. Roosevelt, who was a 
victim of polio in his youth and who 
also lived most of his life in a wheel- 
chair, is one of Mikita’s role models. 

“He is a symbol of strength, a vision

of greatness tome,” Mikita said. 

A strong advocate of the American 
Disabilities Act of 1990, Mikita met 
privately with then presidential candi- 
date Bill Clinton in October 1992, to 
discuss vital issues . impacting 
Americans with disabilities. 

He explained. his purpose in advo- 
cating support for the Disabilities Act 
by informing the students that even 
five years after the act was passed by 
Congress, 73 percent of- people with 
disabilities who are able to work, are 
unemployed. He compared this figure 
to the 6 percent unemployment rate of 
able-bodied individuals. 

Mikita has refused to let his disabili- 
ty stop him from succeeding, he said. 
He was the first freshman in a wheel- 
chair at Duke University where he 
graduated magna cum laude in politi- 
cal science and religion. 

He received his law degree at BYU, 
and he is currently an adjunct profes- 
sor at the law school where he teaches 
the Disability Law Seminar. 

Heather Lyn Snyder, BYUSA 
Disability Awareness Week program 
director, said, “Disabilities are a mat- 
ter of mind. If you don’t mind, it 
doesn’t matter.”

Pay attention to your kidneys, or 
you may end up paying with your life, 
says the National Kidney Foundation 
of Utah. 

Kidney and urologic diseases cause 
more than 90,000 deaths in the United 
States every year — many of which 
could have been prevented, according 
to a report by the foundation. 

Diabetes and high-blood pressure 
are the leading culprits in kidney dis- 
ease and failure, said Deen Vetterli, 
executive director of the foundation. _ 

“They’re called the silent killers,” 
she said. “They damage the blood 
vessels of the vital organs.” 

Yearly checks are the best source of 
prevention. 

Dr. Fuad Shihab, director of 
nephrology at the University of Utah, 
said high blood pressure and diabetes 
cause scarring and damage to the kid- 
ney in two ways. 

“High blood sugar causes hormonal 
changes and clotting in the kidneys,” 
he said. “And when the kidneys are 
faced with high head-on blood pres- 
sure, obviously it can be damaging.” 

“All Americans should visit a doctor 
at least yearly to have their blood 
pressure and glucose checked — par- 
ticularly African-Americans, 
Hispanic-Americans and Native 
Americans, because they are at 
increased risk for these diseases,” 
Vetterli said.

public relations director. 

“Our whole idea for this month is to 
conduct an awareness campaign to 
help people understand and prevent 
kidney problems,” he said.

The conference will have sessions featuring panels and 
scholarly papers that will be open to discussion. Topics 
include concentration camps and mourning, and testi- 
monies from American soldiers who helped liberate the 
camps. Survivors of the Holocaust will also share their 
experiences. 

New material about the Holocaust from Russia and 
Eastern Europe will be presented, as well as “Playing for 
Time,” a Holocaust play the BYU Theatre and Film 
Department staged last semester. 

“I saw (the play) several years ago, and the story really 
intrigued me,” said Erin McGuire, a senior in theatre edu- 
cation from Provo and a cast member of the play. “It is a 
beautiful story that needs to be told, and I think those 
atrocities are still happening today.” 

’ Tobler hopes students learn lessons from the conference. 

“We hope that learning the lesson of the Holocaust will 
be a significant part of their education — that they’ll learn 
about what happens when evil people acquire power and 
nobody stops them in time,’ Tobler said. 

Guest at the conference include California Congressman 
Tom Lantos and his wife, both of whom are Holocaust sur- 
vivors; conference founders Franklin L. Littell and Hubert 
G. Locke; and “Schlinder’s List” executive producer 
Gerald Molen. 

The conference will open with a free assembly March 5 
at 8:15 p.m. in the Provo LDS Tabernacle. 

Although the conference is primarily for the visiting 
scholars, students will be admitted on‘a space-available 
basis with student identification, Tobler said.
